THE ORIGINAL PACKAGE LAW 


Declared Constitutional by the United States 


Supreme Court. 

Wasninaton, May 25,—The supreme court 
of the United States today upheld the consti- 
tutionality of the original package law passed 
by congress, and algo held that it was not 
necessary for the state of Kansas to re-enact 
its prohibitory law after the of the 
congressional act, in order to shut out liquor in 
original packages. The case came up on an 
appeal of Wilkinson, sheriff, against Rebrer. 

A LICENSE DECISION. 

The United States supreme court, through 
Justice Bradley today, rendered judgments 
against the state of Kentucky in a suit by 
Crutcher, agent of the United States Express 
Company, who claimed that the law of the 
state imposing a license tax on express com- 
panies was a violation of the inter-state com- 
merce clause of the federal constitution. The 
court also held that the Virginia law requiring 
inspection, for which fees were charged, of 
flour manufactured outside of the state, when 
sold within the state, to be contrary to the 
federal constitution. 

In the case of the Chicago Distilling Com- 
pany — Stone, the internal revenue col- 

ector, Justice Bradley delivered an opinion in 
favor of the distilling company, holding as un- 
wial the government method of assessing, at 
the end of each month, what he called ‘‘mulct 
money to make up any distillation by distil- 
leries in excess of the capacity estimated from 

day to day. 

NOT A UNITED STATES COURT. 

The court also rendered an opinion, through 
Justice Harlan, in the case of Ward McAllister 
against the United States. McAllister was 
removed from office as judge of the district 
court for Alaska by ‘President Cleveland and 
claims salary from the time of his removal to 
the qualification of Dawson, who was con- 
firmed as his successor. One question in the 
case was whether a judge of an Alaska court 
came within the provision of section 1768, 
revised statutes, authorizing the president to 
suspend all civil officers, ‘except judge of the 
United States.“ The court holds that the 
Alaska court is not a court of the Vnited 
States in a constitutional sense as set forth in 
the third article of the constitution, 
but @ territorial eourt. The fact that the 
term ofan Alaskan judge is limited to four years 
and that he does not hold office for life or 
during good behavior, the court says, proves 
that it is not a court of the United States as 
the term is constitutionally used: The court 
said the decision in the present case gives the 
president complete power over territorial offi- 
cers. Judgment is therefore given in favor. of 
the United States. Justice Field and Justices 
Gray and Brown dissented in an opinion in 
which Justice Field maintained that the mere 
will of the president was not sufficient to re- 
move the judge of a court created by the 
United States and that the constitution did not 
contemplate that judges should be responsible 
to any man for their continuance in office. It 
seemed to him that some of his brethren over- 
looked this character of the judicial branch of 
the government when they made a distinction 
against courts of territories, These courts had 
similar powers and there was the same neces- 
sity that they should use their office fearlessly 
and without the fear of —— 1 oem 
dent lest they should be removed. The case 
of Wingard, justice of Washington territory 
court, was decided the same way.

WasHineton, May 25.—The fact that no 
information was received at the navy depart- 
ment today from the Chagleston is taken as an 
indication that she has gone on down the Peru- 
vian coast towards Callao. Respecting the 
reiterated statements coming from Paris to 
the effect that the insurgents have arranged 
to surrender the Itata to the United States 
naval authorities when she reaches Chili, the 
officials of the navy department stand mute. 
It may be stated, however, that there 
have been no negotiations between 
this government and the Chilian 
insurgents upon the subject. Inasmuch as the 
insurgents have not been recognized by the 


government of the United States as belliger-. 


ents, they have absolutely no status that would 
admit of the negotiations with them by the Uni- 
ted States government. Still it is plainly evi- 
dent that some kind of an understanding has 
been, or is expected to be, reached which will 
result in the easy. transfer of the 
Itata to either Admiral McCann or Admiral 
Brown, should she reach Chili. This, of 
course, would not take the shape of a formal 
agreement, but intimations may have already 
been conveyed to our naval officers at Iquique 
by the insurgents that such a course will be 
pursued, and doubtless this has formed the 
basis of many of the cablegrams that have 
passed between Washington and Iquique dur- 
ing the last two weeks.

Concerning the Water Supply. 

Our readers will be glad to learn that 
at the meeting, yesterday, of the water 
works committee of the council, and the 
water board, including Mayor Hemphill, 
a decided step was taken in the matter 
of securing a new and adequate water 
supply for Atlanta. 

After a representative of the Chatta- 
hoochee Power Company had stated to 
the joint committee that his proposition 
was too high and that he had no figures 
to offer, the committee passed a resolu- 
tion to the effect that the city should 
own its 
should be built at once. 

This is progressin the right direction, 
and there is every reason to hope that 
the action of the committee will be rati- 
fied by the city council. 

Up to this time there has been no un- 
necessary delay, as the nature of the 
proposed enterprise required due investi- 
gation. Everything is now in shape for 
the city council to take decisive action. 

The city is to have the new system, 
the site is selected, the plan is agreed 
upon, and the next thing in order is 
the ratification of the joint committee's 
action by the council. 

We may shortly expect to see bids ad- 
vertised for, and preparations made to 


begin the work. It is not likely that 


there will be any unnecessary delay. The 
council and the people recognize the ne- 
cessity for an increased water supply 
owned by the city. This necessity grows 
more pressing every day. We need more 
water for health and for business. We 


need it as a safequard against possible con- 


.flagrations. We need it because we have 
outgrown the system provided for a small 
town, and because Atlanta's growth in 
the near future bids fair to be phe- 
nomenal. 

With our present progressive and busi- 
ness-like municipal administration, it is 
safe to say that the reasonable expecta- 


tions of. our people will not be disap- 
pointed. 


Gold Exports and Circulation. 

After all that has been said by the mug- 
wumps and the monometallists, our gold 
doesn’t seem to be as essential or as precious 
as the general public has been led to believe. 
We have been told that in the event of the 
free coinage of silver, the United States 
would proceed to discard their gold and ship 
it to Europe. ‘‘Discard’’ is the term the

Amazing to behold, while this term 
and its ominous suggestions are still flying 
aboutin the air, those who are fortunate 
enough to be holders of gold are making 
haste to send it abroad by the ship load in 
response to the small premium offered by 
the Bank of England and other European 
banks. About $60,000,000 of this precious 
metal, the idol of the goldbygs, has been 
shipped abroad during the past few weeks, 
and there is a tendency to ship more. 

The situation is suggestive. If gold flies 
from us in spite of the Sherman law, which 
puts a stop to the coinage of silver on the 
Ist of July, what becomes of the argument 
of the monometallists, which has lately been

are still to be felt in all parts of the country. 
The banks, which form the clearing house 
association of New York, were compelled to 
‘issue millions of certificates to meet the de- 
mand for money, and only by this issue of 
fiat paper was a tremendous finaneial disas- 
ter averted. 

If, therefore, gold is to be exported by the 
ship load, whether we have free coinage or 
not, the inevitable conclusion is that the free 


coinage of silver is in the direction of safety.

Atlanta's Normal School. 
A five minutes’ speech by Mr. P. J. 
Moran in the board of education yester- 
day, secured the establishment of a nor- 
mal school, to which all the teachers of 
Georgia will be entitled to admission. 

It is not often that an institution, re- 

quiring immense sums of money, and 
years of legislative log rolling, is put on 
its feet, and fully armed and equipped; 
in so short a time. 
The need of a normal school for the 
instruction of teachers has long been felt 
in Georgia. The best method of teach- 
ing, the securing of the best results, can 
only be made possible by normal school 
instruction. The rapid growth of the 
public school system in Atlanta, requir- 
ing over 130 teachers, 20 per cent of 
whom are recruited each year from the 
graduating classes of the city, has 
brought the board of education face to 
face with the fact that there must be a 
training school for teachers. 

It was in this juncture that the 
happy idea suggested itself to Mr. 
Moran, of combining the property which 
the city owned, and the talents for 
which the city paid, so that without the 
expenditure of a single cent, a normal 
school will be held immediately following 
the end of the scholastic year. At the 
same time provision is made for a col- 
ored normal school to be held concur- 


rently, and to both white and colored 


normal schools the teachers of Georgia, 
without regard to residence, are invited, 
free of charge. 

The scheme is a feasible one, and now 
that it has been unanimously endorsed by 
the board, it is a certainty. Atlanta 
thus opens to Georgia a free nor- 
mal school, which will be equal to the 
best in the land.

The State and the Citizen.

A citizen holds land 
in trust, by the sufference of the state, and 
the state, by a reserved sovereign right, 
called eminent domain, can at any time re- 


take the land as its own, although in, most, 


and perhaps all of our commonwealths, a 
constitutional provision exists that when 
land is so taken from an individual he shall 
be compensated for it. 

In the gypsy moth crusade, as The Boston 
Globe remarks, it is not necessary for the 
state to assert its right of eminent domain, 
as its police powers cover the case. 

It would be well, not only in Massachu- 
setts, but in every state, to have the children 
in the public schools taught enough 
about their system of government to keep 
them from coming in conflict with the au- 
thorities in the exercise of their — 
rights.

have no more of that money now than is fe- 
quired in the transaction of the business of 
mankind, then any reduction will be inju- 
rious and the demonetization of one- 
half would be disastrous. It is at- 
tempted to show that the modern 
devices of checks, drafts, bills, clearing houses, 
etc., have so changed the methods of transact- 
ing business that the amount of money in cir- 
culation is not of importance: but upon con- 
sideration it is readily seen that if this conclu- 
sion be sound, a single dollar of metal money 
would be amply sufticientand all this discus- 
sion of standards isa useless if, not an injurious, 
waste of time. The truth is that these. sub- 
stitues for money are based upon money just 
as in former times bank notes were issued 
upon specie, and the less specie 
in either case, the less amount of notes, 
checks and bills. That the money of 
the country will be cut off one-half 


by the general demonetization of either of the 
metals is reason enough why both should re- 


tain their legal tender power. 

What is commonly called the double stand- 
ard is in fact only an alternative standard. 
There very seldom is, practically, but one 
standard at the same time which is is determined 
by the money in which payments are made. 
It being optional with the debtor to tender 
either coin in discharge of his obligations, he 
naturally selects the one which for the-time 
being is the cheaper, and, as naturally, prices 
adjust themselves to that coin. This 

option on the part of the debtor 
serves to steady rices as, except 
in the case of a sudden increase or decrease 
the yield of both metals atthe same time, the 
supply of both metals together is much more 
steady than that of either of them 
alone. Mr. Jevoms has _ this 
terested testimony on the merits of the 
double standard in his on money, 
printed in 1875: 

The so-called double standard system of money 
spreads the fluctuations of supply aut demand of 
gold and silver overa larger area, and maintains 
both metals more unchanged in value than 
they would otherwise be. It cannot rent both 
metals from falling or rising in value, Compared 
with other commodities, but it can bw varia- 
tions of supply and demand over a larger area, in- 
stead of leaving each metal to be affected merely 
by its own accidents. 

Imagine two reservoirs of water, each subject 
to independent variations of supply and demand. 
In the absence of any connecting pipe, the level 
of the water in each reservoir will be subject 
to its own fluctuations only. But if we opena 
connection the water in both will assume a cer- 
tain mean level, and the effect of any excessive 
supply or demand will be distributed over the 
whole area of both reservoirs. The mass of the 
metals—gold and silver—is exactly ted 
by the water in these reservoirs, and the connect- 
ing pipe is the law which enables one metal to 
take the place of the other as an unlimited legal 
tender. 

Bimetallists are under many obligations to 
this distinguished opponent for so clear a state- 
ment and happy an illustration. Not on) — 
the volume of money better maintained, 
the steadiness of prices is more en ly at 
served by the double standard. henever 
the supply of either metal is diminished from 
any cause, the other comes forward to take its 
place and check the fall in prices. On the 
other hand, it is admit that when 
the output of either gold or sil- 
ver is essentially and suddenly in- 
creased, a lessening of its purchasing 
power follows and prices rise. While this is 
true, however, the change in prices is gradual, 
as witness the results of the discoveries of 
gold in California and Australia.

Of all the great effects produced upon human 
society by the discovery of America, there were 
probably none so marked as those brought about 
by the great influx of the precious metals from the 
new worldto the old. European industry had 
been declining under the decfvasing stock of the 
precious metals, and an appreciating standard of 
values; human ingenuity grew duil under the 
paralyzing influences of declining profits, and 
capital absorbed nearly all that should have been 
divided between itand labor. Butanincrease in 
the precious metals, in such quantity as to check 
this tendency, operated as a new motive power 
in the machinery of commerce. Production was 
stimulated by finding the advantages of a change 
of standard on its/side. Instead of being repressed 
by having to pay more than it had stipulated for 
the use of capital it was stimulated by paying 
less. Capital, too, was benefited, for new de- 
mands were created for it by the new uses which 
a general movoment in industrial pursuits had 
developed; so that if it lost a little by a change in 
the standard, it gained much more in the 
demand for its use, which added to its capacity

A MINISTER'S REBUKE. 


The Pastor of St. James Methodist Church, 
Augusta, Criticizes Rev. Sam Jones. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION :—I find in THs Consti- 
TUTION of May 17th, the following among Mr. 
Jones's sayings at Chattanooga: 

“Of course, we preachers don’t work for money 
but if you would stop our salaries we would all 
quit.’ 

Mr. Jones has said some hard things about min- 
isters of the gospel, but he never offered us a 
grosser insult than this, or one more calculated to 
degrade us.in the eye of a gainsaying world, 
always ready to jump at anything involving the 
character of this class of men, and to impugn 
their motives in entering and ‘adhering to their 
high calling. 

Mr. Jones’s low insinuation is untrue, and 
there are men who feel the cruel thrust 
more keenly and deeply than if he had plunged 
a dagger of ice into their hearts. Truth is, if it 
had gone much deeper, it would have “found the 
emperor” in more than one poor preacher’s heart. 

I stood, not long since, by the grave of a faith- 
ful Methodist itinerant preacher; who parted with 
ene of the finest farms in Georgia, well equipped 
and productive, to work on a small circuit—a cir- 
cuit comparatively insignificant—and he was foot- 
ing it in his old age when he died, and I am quite 
certain that he hadn’t the remotest idea of what 
he was to receive for his work.

THE TWO CALHOUNS CONTRASTED. 

Roscoe Conkling used to say that the story of 
Calhoun, the ancestor, and the story of Calhoun, 
the descendant, epitomizes the story of the influ- 
ences which led to secession and those which fol- 
lowed the failure of that movement. John C.Cal- 
houn, the millionaire of this city, accepted the 
results of the war in good faith. He had some 
land, but he had little else when the war was 
ended, except that he was blessed, as Inman was, 
with health, conrage and brains. 

With the end of the war Calhoun looked ahead 
instead of over his shoulder. He no longer nursed 
dogmas, but accepted facts, saw possibilities and 
determined to make the most of them. He 
plunged inte railway enterprises with an audacity 
and courage which characterized his ancestor in 
the enunciation of political dogmas. He was as 
courageous as the old statesman, but unlike that 
hero of the south, the younger Calhoun has been 
reserved, cautious, saying little but doing much. 

As result of this change of view and his faith 
in himself and his section, he is nowone of the 
money princes, a man whose word causes other 
business capitalists to think, and whose utter- 
ances are received with that respect which is most 
flattering to business men of great abilities. 

While Calhoun still remains a democrat, he is 
no such democrat as he was when the war broke 
out. He is a business democrat, something like 
Abram 8. Hewitt or Edward Cooper; something 
as Samuel J. Tilden was; a democrat like Ran- 
dall, with whom the war and its contentions of 
political philosophy are a past jissue—the memory 
of his boyhood days—a recollection to be chatted 
about as old men talk of the games and pranks 
of their childhood. 

Yet John C. Calhoun of the present timeis not 
so far astray fromthe John C. Calhoun whose 
brilliancy in his early manhoad amazed and de-

An Experiment in State Socialism.

The city of Toronto, aftera long struggle with 


its street car corporations, has purchased the en- 


tire plant and will now undertake to operate the 
lines. Thisis a grave experiment. It is state 
socialism ona plane that will be watched from 
every part of the northern half of the continent. 

It may be urged that there is no more of state 
socialism in operating surface roads than in man- 
aging a water plant or gas works. In principle 
there is not. But the question of expediency has 
to be taken into account in each proposed case of 
projected socialism. Suppose that the present 
city administration operated the cable 
roads of Chicago. Political influence; never 
more paramount than now, would directly affect 
their management. Heads of divisions, superin- 
tendents and their assistants, expert mechanics, 
experienced accountants, all would have to go, 
and the ward brokers who were active in getting 
up delegations, officers of ward republican 
clubs, men connected with various creeds or 
national societies and the personal following of 
politicians of every shade and degree would be 
putinto the vacant places. We have accidents 
enough now in the tunnels and elsewhere. Who 
can imagine thenumber we should have under 
a city adminstration such as Mr. Washburn has 
set out to give us.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 25.—The stock market today 
lost its bouyant and confident tone, which was so pro- 
nounced in the latter part of last week and prices 
reacted from high points then attained. The down- 
ward movement, however, was slow and progress in- 
significant, even in active stocks, while the general list 
displayed only insignificant changes. It was a notable 
feature of the market that stocks like St. Paul and 
Rock Island, which are supposed to be so thoroughly 
eliqued that their fluctuations are under complete con- 
trol, were as weak as the remainder of the list. The 
business done was more than usual of late confined to 
a few stocks, and half a dozen leaders furnished about 
one-half of the transactions. Selling in the market 
was again apparently for foreign account, and while 
the popular éupposition is that foreigners are well out 
of speculative Americans, and the selling, which ap 
pears to be for the foreign element, finds its in- 
ception on this side of the water, it had the same ef- 
fect, and checked not only the bouyancy of the market, 
but trading as well.
